Riots at Peshawar Add 
Seven to Long Casualty 
List; 5,000 Jailed, 1,500 

Hurt During Campaign.

BOMBAY, India, June 1.—(UN)— 
Peshawar, northwest frontier city, 
where serious disturbances occurred 
more than a month ago in connection 
with the Indian independence cam- 
paign, has yielded a heavy new casual- 
ty list as the result of riots. 

It was officially announced today 
that seven rioters were killed and nine 
injured in a Peshawar battle yester- 
day between natives and police. 

Unofficially it was reported tbe 
casualties were much higher. 

Final Salt Raid. 

Whe rioting was said to have been 
caused by the accidental discharge of 
a rifle by a British soldier. Cleaning 
the gun, he pulled the trigger with- 
aut realizing there was a cartridge in 
the breech. The bullet penetrated a 
window and struck a Sikh woman and 
two children. The children died and 
the uprising started in protest. 
Soldiers fired 17 rounds 
quelling the riot. 

What independence volunteers had 
hoped would be a final and success- 
ful raid on the Wadala salt works, 
12 miles from here, today turned into 
a mob riot which troop reinforce- 
ments quelled. 

The raid ceased at midday, after 
14 persons had been arrested, includ- 
ing 11 women. Thirty volunteers were 
treated at a portable ambulance pro-

WASHINGTON, June 1.—(/)—On 
the eve of a week of senate debate on 
the tariff bill conference reports, four 
house and senate republican leaders 
issued statements today lauding the 
new flexible provision, while a sen- 
ate democrat denounced as “vicious 
propaganda” a recent tariff commis- 
sion analysis showing agriculture to 
be the prime beneficiary of the 
measure. 

The national committees of the re- 
publican and democratic parties were 
the outlets for the statements, which 
came as both sides of the long and 
weary contest continued to make 
claims of victory in the impending 
last ditch fight. 

Senator Smoot, republican,” Utah, 
will call up the second conference re- 
port embracing the flexible clause late 
tomorrow or Tuesday. The first re- 
port, containing the great majority 
of the rate changes, will be taken up 
afterward, and unless points of order 
against three or four of the rates are 
sustained, necessitating return of the 
bill to conference for the fourth time, 
votes should be had on both reports 
this week or early next week. 

Senator Fess, of Ohio, republican 
whip of the senate, said the “whole 
effect of the new flexible provision is 
torturn the. question of revising the 
tarift-to ae injustices and to meet 
new economic conditions over to a 
reorganized tariff commission of bi- 
partisan character, giving the presi- 
dent the same veto power that he has 
over legislation, and giving to that 
commission for the first time a really 
effective basis for its accemplish- 
ment.” ; 

By broadening the basis on which 
the commission can determine costs 
and other factors, Fess added, the 


new provision snould make possible a 
rate determination in 60 days. Now, 
he pointed out, it requires two years 
in some instances. 

Senator Barkley, democrat, Ken- 
tucky, characterized the tariff com- 
mission statement of last week in de- 
fense of the measure as one of the 
most amazing exhibitions of vicious 
propaganda that has been promul- 
gated since the present bill has been 
under. consideration.” 

“In the first place,” he asserted. 
“T should like to know who requested 
the commission to issue such a state- 
ment. Who authorized it to become 
a special pleader for special privilege 
in the United States? Who demanded

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., June 1.— 
(Special.)—Suspended from a rafter 
by a rope around her neck, Mrs. Myr- 
tle Griffin Childers, 45, was found 
dead in a garage near her home here 
late this afternoon.

Alabama Befriended. 
The charge that The Literary Di- 
gest favored the wet states with an 
extra supply of ballots in its twenty- 


million ballot poll on prohibition, and 
that the dry states were correspond- 
ingly cheated, is answered vigorously 
and in detail by that magazine in its 
latest issue, Having emerged safely 
from its stormy voyage of discovery, 
The Digest, in other words, “turns 
with alacrity to the task of proving 
that its critics, while nominally dry, 
are in a slangy sense ‘all wet’.” 

“Respectable statistical authorities 
have been quoted,” the editor remarks, 
“and imposing rows of figures have 
been cited, to support the accusation 
that The Digest did not furnish the 
dry states with ballot quotas nearly 
adequate to their population, judged 
by the quantities we mailed to the 
wet states, and by the total of our 
ballots.

favored. A study of it, says the edi- 
tor, will show that it was really the 
dry states which accidentally got a 
slight excess of those coveted ballots. 
The table has eight columns of figures, 
but the meat of the cocoanut is in 
the third, fourth, fifth and sixth. To 


quote: 

“In the third appears the 1928 pop- 
ular vote by states, and in the fourth 
come the percentages of state popular 
votes to the country’s popular vote. 
The fifth shows how e Digest’s 
grand total of 20,227,370 ballots were 
apportioned among the states, while 
the percentages of these state ballots 
to the total are shown in the sixth 
column.“ 

Turning then to the two percentage 
columns, the fourth and sixth, we be- 
gin to get results—thus: 

“Take the first state, Alabama. In 
the fourth column we find that the 
percentage of its popular vote to the 
total popular vote of the nation is 0.6, 
while the sixth column reveals that 
Alabama received 1.04 per cent of The 
Digest’s ballots.

The critics say they were unduly fa- 
vored. The reply is that New York 
in 1928 registered 12.11 per cent of the 
country’s vote, whereas The Digest 
gave it only 10.10 per cent of the to- 
tal number of ballots sent out, So 
the boot was on the other foot, and 
the “discrimination” wag all against 
New Tork and in favor of Texas.

NORTH CAROLINA PRIMARY. 
The democratic state-wide pri- 

mary will be held in North Carolina 

on Saturday next and will attract 


interest in all parts of the political, 


world. It derives its outside inter- 
est from the contest for the nomi- 
nation for senator of the United 
States. 

The veteran Senator Simmons 
has offered for renomination and is 
opposed by Josiah W. Bailey. Sim- 
mons, it will be recalled, opposed 
the Smith-Robinson democratic 
presidential ticket in 1928. It is 
charged that his defection caused 
the electoral vote of the state to 
be given to Hoover. That claim is 
the gravamen of the present. fight 
against the retyrn of the once- 
dominant senator for a fourth time. 

The Bailey hard-boiled democrats 
are working all their guns to blow 
Simmons out of his seat and re- 
establish the democratic integrity of 
the Old North State. The campaign 
has not been spectacular. Simmons 
has remained at his post in the sen- 
ate at Washington as one of the 
democratic tariff fight experts. 
Bailey has not barnstormed the 
state, but has led his followers in 
one of the most intensive gumshoe 
campaigns the old commonwealth 
has ever known. 


Private reliable reports say Bailey 
is strong in the east and west ends 
of the state, but that in the center 
and southern sections the Simmons 
people have an almost impregnable 
fortress, with a voting strength that 
may prove invincible. 

Predictions of the outcome of the 
race run both ways with confusing 
confidence on the part of the politi- 
cal prophets, so that only the final 
count of the ballots will tell the 
finish. 


THE MOONEY TARIFF ATTACK.

Upon his decision will rest either 
the enriching of an already pros- 
perous class, or the protection of 
the people as a whole from the bur- 
dens which this tariff law would 
impose upon them. 


THE TRAFFIC TRAGEDIES. 


The report of the national con- 
ference on street and dhighway 
safety estimates the economic losses 
from motor car accidents in 1929 at 
$850,000,000. That nearly equals 
the losses of a year of the great 
War Between the States. And the 
conference predicts that, unless 
very general and imperative meas- 
ures are soon adopted to curb reck- 
less and incompetent drivers, the 
losses will reach $1,000,000,000 in 
a year or two more. 

Almost every day now killings 
and serious personal injuries are re- 
ported right here in the city of 
Atlanta and when one watches the 
traffic at almost any street crossing 
daily he wonders that a motor mur- 
der does not occur at them at any 
hour, and somewhere in the city 
every hour of the day and early 
night. 

The tragedies of the streets and 
highways can be reduced to a mini- 
mum by the stern enforcement of 
proper traffic regulations. In only 
a small percentage of motor acci- 
dents is the cause in the mechanism 


tions are very commonly due to 
faulty mechanism in the brain of 
the driver. Lack of respect for 
other people’s rights and safety, 
urge to save a few seconds of time 
in making destination, and lack of 
mental and physical ability to con- 
trol operation, account for most of 
the accidents recorded. 


Traffic officers should be re- 
quired to enforce the regulations 
promptly and without respect, of 
persons. There should be a traffic 
court for quick trial of traffic vio- 
lations and the judges in charge of 
them should punish without mercy 
the guilty who have shown no 
mercy.. That is good Scripture and 
should be good traffic law. 


COST OF SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The school text books bought for 4 


the public and private schools of 
the country cost 340, 000, 000 a 
year. Of that expenditure 65 per 
cent is made by state and local 
agencies that provide free books to 
the pupils in their schools. 

The demand for free text books 
is growing rapidly all over the coun- 
try and has sound: persuasive rea- 
sons behind it. The increasing de- 
sire to wipe out illiteracy fortifies 
the appeal, while equalization of 
educational opportunitfes for all the 
children of a state as between the 
urban and rural -populations adds 
an emphasis of necessity to the free 
school book argument. 

Along with the urge for free 
books comes also a growing de- 
mand for state publication of the 
books.. The text book manipulations 
of the school book publishers in 
the various states have led to vary- 
ing schedules of prices for the same 
books in many of the states, cities 
and counties. Local boards with the 
right to sélect text books and ap- 
prove the prices for them have been 
influenced to impose unjust costs 
upon the parents of the pupils in 
their schools. 

These are matters that appeal to 
the educational wisdom and eco- 
nomic sentiments of state legisla- 
tors, public school authorities, and 
especially to the parents of the

THE FATE OF A DRINK OF 
‘WATER, 


By drinking a glass of water, cold 
or hot, one stimulates the secretion 


of gastric juice as well as the diges- 
tive movements (peristaltic waves) 
of the stomach. So uniform is this 
effect that physicians frequently re- 
sort to it for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a specimen of gastric juice for 
clinical test. Whe specimen so obtain- 
ed is clear of food particles and hence 
better suited for sume tests than the 
specimen obtained after the patient 
has partaken of a test meal. 

There was a fancy entertained by 
physicians of a past generation ani 
it is still prevalent among the laity, 
that one should avoid drinking water 
at or near the meal time, as it would 
dilute the gastric juice and retard or 
prevent digestion of the food. No 
oubt some physicians still cherish the 
ghost of this cm yp ties theory and is- 
sue cut and dried dietary rules or ad- 
vice accordingly. Of course the in- 
valid’s own physician knows best 
what the invalid’s habits should be. 
Well folk may take a drink of wa- 
ter whenever they feél thirsty, with 
the assurance that it is healthful. 

Water remains in the normal stom- 


ach only 10 or 15 minutes. Instead 


of diluting the gastric juice it induces | 


vigorous motion of the stomach an 
a more copious flow of the digestive 
fluid; at the same time it induces 
more vigorous, motion of the stomach, 
and the active movements carry the 
water on into the intestine. 

Another common fancy is that ice 
water lies in the stomach longer than 
warmer water and chills the stomach 
and in that way interferes with diges- 
tion. In fact no such thing happens, 
for if one drinks a glass of ice water 
the temperature of the water in the 
stomach reaches that of the body (98 
to 99 de F.) within 10 or 15 
minutes, before the water leaves the 


stomach. | 


Little or no water is absorbed in 
the stomach. As soon as it is taken 
into the stomach it begins to pass 
along into the intestine beyond (duode- 
num) in a series of spurts produced 
by the tee waves which occur 
eve seconds or so. The water 
is absorbed into the blood from the 
intestine. 

There is a fairly popular practice, 
particularly among elderly valetudina- 
rians, of drinking a pint or more of 
water first thing on rising each morn- 
ing, and some take it hot, some take 
it lukewarm, and some dissolve a 
spoonful or two of salt in it. For 
certain feeble invalids a breaker of 
hot “cambrie tea,” water plain or salt-

A Fact That Seemed Incredible. 


When this writer was introduced to 


them as a veteran of the Confederate 
states army they were astonished. My 
apparent age made it seem incredible 
that I should have been an actual 
soldier in that long distant war. 

And when they inquired the details 
and learned that I was only in my 
fourteenth year when a musket was 
handed to me and I was stationed in 
a line of breastworks on the outskirts 


of Macon, in this state, their wonder | 


was really funny. 

I had to tell them that in those last 
days between January and May in 
1865 there were many boys in the 
south who were anywhere from 13 to 
18 years of age, “if able to carry and 
handle a gun, who were mustered into 
the defense forces. 

When the general surrender came 
the Confederate parol roster contained 
the’ names of 25,642 boys under 16 
years of age and that. list now rests 
in the war department at Washing-. 
ton city.

How It All Came About. 
You will note that I am only 79 


years old and the war ended nearly 


65 years ago. I was enrolled on the 
19th of January of 1865 and was 
surrendered and paroled on the 20th 
day of April after when General Wil- 
son's federal cavalry army entered 
Macon unresisted because we had news 
of the armistice in North Carolina 
between Sherman and Johnston. 


We tried to halt Wilson outside of 


Macon, on the Fort Valley road, with’ 


a flag of truce and information of the 
armistice, but Wilson said he had no 
news of any armistice from his supe- 
riors; therefore he refused to accept 
our statement and came right on into 
the city. 

It was well enough that he came in 
for he proved to be a chivalrous and 
humane commander and the people of 
Macon honored him ever after—re- 
ceiving him with ovations when he 
came to Macon again in 1898 as com- 
mander of Spanish war troops train- 
ing there.

A Very Unusual Happening. 

We boys in Macon had formed a 
cadet military company, armed our- 
selves with guns rétrieved from the 
battlefields between Chickamauga and 
Atlanta, and had become pretty effi- 
cient in the manual and maneuvers. 
We called the company the “Lightfoot 
Guards” as an honor to Mrs. Light- 
foot who lived at the corner of Wal- 
nut and Fourth streets. Our head- 
quarters were an abandoned church 
on Fourth street between Walnut and 
Mulberry. 

I was the captain until we were 
ordered by General Howell Cobb into 
Findley’s 5th Georgia reserves. Then 
we needed an older head and chose 
Harry Crisp, the actor, who was a 
brother of afterwards Speaker Crisp 
hnd uncle of our present Congressman 
Crisp of the third district. 

It happened that my father took 
me to General Wilson at the Lanier 
house where the generul personally 
paroled me and 33 years after I went 
to the same general in the same hotel 
and joined him for the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, serving on his staff in Cuba.

Julius Barnes Sees Promise 
Ot Future Rise in Earnings 


Survey Shows Building 
Is But Slightly Less 
Than Last Year and Em- 
ployment Improving. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.-—)— 
Julius H. Barnes, chairman of the 
national business survey conference, 
reviewing American business today 
said “continued large capital improve- 
ments supported by large-scale finan 
ing evidence a confidence in enlarged 
future earning power and prepara- 
tion for it.” 

Barnes’ statement, bused on a sur- 
vey just completed by the conference, 
said, however, that building contracts 
for this year up to May 23 totaled 
a smaller sum than for 1929 and 1928, 
the major portion of the decrease de. 
ing ascribed to lessened residential 
building. The total for 1930 was 
$1,934,000,000 as compared with 
$2.310,000,000 for 1929 and $2,679,- 
000.000 for 1928. 

The public works program reflect- 
ed an increase from $447,000,000 last 
year to $550,000,000 this year, while 
non-residential building dropped. from 
996,000,000 to $923.v00,000 and the 
residential from $867,000,000 to 
$460,000,000.

While on one hand we look for- 
ward to increasing our world trade, 


we wreck our own ambitions by cut- 
ting off possible trade relations 
threugh tariffs and racial exclusions. 

Mr. Donovan pointed out that Ja- 
pan still resents the exclusion of Jap- 
anese from the United States, and 
shows it, not in public demonstra- 
tions, but in trade; year by year our 
exports to Japan are being cut down, 
while our imports are increasing. In 
the softwood lumber trade alone, i- 
ness with Japan from the Pacific 
north last year fell off $44,000,- 
000—a very substantial sum.

The survey noted continued im- 
provement in the financial status of 
building and loan associations, a 
smaller seasonal decrease in savings 
for April, a 6 per cent increase in 
life insurance purchased during that 


month, a 9 per cent drop in April, 
1930, fire insurance premiums, and 
bank debits 10 per cent under the 
1929 level but about equal to those 
of 1928. 

Decreased delinquencies and repos- 
sessions in installment purchases were 
reported, installment paper handled 
during April being more than March 
but “moderately less” than last year. 

Of the retail and wholesale trade, 
the statement said “in spite of lower 
prices, many stores and groups of 
stores show gains over the same pe- 
riod last year.” 

“Both retailers and wholesalers con- 


tinue a policy of cautious buying,” 
Barnes said.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 1.— 
The radio industry enters an- 
other season here tomorrow with its 
annual dress rehearsal at which it pa- 
rades its few wares and tackles prob- 
lems born in the year just past. 

Gathering tonight on the eve of 
the five-day convention of the Radio 
Manufacturers’ Association and trade 
show, delegates began discussion of 
the questions facing the trade, of 
which continued public interest in 
broadcasting was declared as impor- 
tant as any—and harder to solve. 

In this connection a statement was 
given out by Ernest Kauer, of Prov- 
idence, R. I., president of a large in- 
dependent tube company, in which 
he declared that radio manufac- 
turers must recognize the fact that 
control over broadcasting has gotten 
away from the radio industry and take 
steps to regain that control.’ 

“If the existing situation is permit- 
ted to develop,” he said, “it will be 
much as if the advertisers were per- 
mitted to dominate newspapers. Pub- 
lishers have always been too alert to 
allow such a condition in their field. 

“The commercial sponsor in broad- 
casting can be a helpful influence if 
he is controlled. But if he ever domi- 
nates the broadcast structure, he will 
be a menace to the entire manufactur- 
ing division of the radio industry. He 
would drive away the listening pub- 
lic, and that means our market.

A determined onslaught to snatch 
from the classic brow of Mrs. Moody 
the diadem she has won for several 

ears also ended disastrously. Helen 

acobs, of Berkeley, Cal., lone remain- 

ing fighter left out of a field of 44 
insurgents who rebelled against the 
feminine dynasty of tennis last Sun- 
day, suffered the same fate as her 
rebellious sisters, losing in straight 
sets to Mrs. Moody, 6-2, 6-1. 


Cochet started the first set with 
his usual nonchalance but Tilden also 
appeared unimpressed by the import- 
ance of the match, the American lost 
his service, and Cochet ran into a 
lead of 3-1. Here Tilden rallied to 
play such tennis as he never has shown 
in France and ran out five games 
for the set. 

Cochet playing lazily, 
whelmed. 

The little Frenchman began to 
show signs of worry as Tilden led him 
five games in three -n the second set. 
Suddenly, however, he appeared to 
solve the problem of Tilden's diaboli- 
eally bouncing strokes and ran three 
games to lead 6-5. Then Tilden car- 
ried his service and games were 6-all. 
Then came the break in the match 
when a crowd of self-appointed lines- 
men in the stands howled, boo-ed and 
whistled at what they judged bad deci- 
sions. Tilden halted momentarily wait- 
ing for the noise to abate. He was 
visibly nervous when he resumed play 
nnd Cochet broke through his sery- 
ice, captured the set at 8-6 and 
squared the match. 


Beginning the third set, Tilden 
changed his entire style of play, start- 
ing a fierce driving campaign and 
playing especially fo Cochet's back- 
hand but the Frenchman’s anticipa- 
tion seemed uncanny. He broke 
through Tilden twice to lead 5-1. Til- 
den's last stand occurred here and by 
a superhuman effort he managed to 
win two games to bring the score to 
5-3. This spurt left him panting and 
unable to reach Cochet's slow tantaliz- 
ing trapshots just over the net and he 
dropped the ct, 6-3. 


As they began the fourth set Til- 
den was the only man out of 10,000 
resent who did not know he was a 

aten player. Cochet now had 
reached the highest A eak of his game 
and several times Tilden shook his 
head despairingly as Henri’s light- 
ning, sharp-angled strokes sailed just 
out of his reach.

Hard upon this 
blow came another when Rogers 
Hornsby broke his left ankle sliding 
into a base Memorial Day morning. 
The Rajah had been troubled since 
the start of the season with an injury 
to his right heel and still was fa- 
voring that member when the more 
serious injury struck. 

Riggs Stephenson, slugging out- 
fielder, has played in comparatively 
few games because of an injured 
shoulder; Lester Bell also has been 
hampered by a bad arm and Guy Bush, 
star hurler, has a siege of illness. 

Lloyd Waner, of Pittsburgh, has 
not been able to play this season due 
to his slow recovery from a winter 
appendicitis operation and now his 
brother, Paul, also is on the casualty 
list for a while.

He had 
three nerve-smashing calls against Cyril Tolley, Jimmy Johnston and 
George Voigt. But the main answer is that he came through. Even 
though he lost some of the skin off his teeth in making the grade.

the automobile industry as a whole 
was fortunate in the selection of the 
time of its birth. The bicycle indus- 
try, after having had sensational ex- 
1 blew up, leaving large losses 
or security holders through forced 
financial readjustment. Profiting by 
the experience of the bicycle industry, 
the new automobile industry started 
out on the theory that it was best to 
have no bonded debt; that the best 
gee was to be free of fixed charges, 
n the meantime building up large 
cash holdings to be able to buy needed 
materials to the best advantage. 

Suit Generally Followed. 

With very few exceptions this policy 
of remaining free of fixed debt has 
been continued by the automobile in- 
dustry. An exception that has proved 
the wisdom of this policy is found in 
the experience of one well-known com- 
pany that passed from the hands of 
private owners to bankers and was 
then recapitalized with heavy fixed 
charges created and working capital 
28 reduced. Taking the automo- 

ile industry as a whole, however, 
f om from fixed charges has made 
easier the hoeing of the hard row of 
the past year. 

A mining company that faces an 
end owning a hole in the ground has 
no business issuing bonds unless pro- 
visions are made for the retirement of 
the bonds annually from income. There 
are others that should not issue bonds, 
such as those where permapency of 
income is not assured or where the 
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rsonality of management is a large 
actor. During a lean period, where 
working capital has raised 
through the sale of stock, dividends 
may be reduced or passed. Unearned 
and unpaid fixed charges, however, 
result in receivership. 


This does not mean that for all 
companies all working capital, or the 
bulk of it, should be raised through 
the sale of stock carrying dividen 
instead of bonds having a fix 
charge. Years ago the make-up of 
the ideal capital account of a rail- 
road was considered 50 per cent in 
bonds, 50 per cent in stock. Some 
railroads have stuck to this policy, 
the Pennsylvania for example. How- 
ever, from the foregoing quoted para- 
graph it is plain that the railroads 
of this country as a whole have raised 
needed working capital in recent 
years in other ways than through the 
sale of stock. With a gain of 75 r 
cent in gross earnings since 1916 
there has been an increase of only 
13 per cent in total capital with stock 
increased by a bare 4 per cent. Ob- 
viously billions of dollars of current 
earnings over dividend requirements 
have been plowed back. This has 
enabled needed working capital to be 
raised through the sale of bonds 
where the annual carrying charge 
was less than it would have been’ 
through the sale of stock. 

Dilutes Earning Power. 

One large public utility company 
which has raised a great deal of 
working capital in recent years 
through the sale of stock to 
shareholders at par giving “rights” 
recently retired a 4 1-2 per cent bond 
issue through the sale of stock car- 
rying dividends at the anual rate 
of 9 per cent. A company that can 
sell 4 1-2 or 5 per cent bends at par 
is diluting the earning power of the 
stock, if stock paying 9 per cent divi- 
dends is sold to raise needed Working 
capital. 

There are no figures giving the 
aggregate increase in recent years in 
outstanding common stock of indus- 
trial corporations and public utlity 
companies. If such figures were 
available the total increase since 1916 
would be staggering compared with 
the increase of only 4 per cent that 
has occurred in the stock of rail- 
roads. The unprecedented bull stock 
market which ended last October 
made it easy for industrial corpora- 
tions and public utility companies to 
sell stock. ‘There has also been an 
enormous increase in the outstand- 
ing stock of such companies in re- 
cent years, both through mergers and 
through split-ups. It is not difficult 
to find people in Wall Street today 
who are confident that it is only a 
question of time until there is a re 
versal of this movement. 


Copper companies recently reduc- 
ing their dividends afford an example 
of what happens in the case of great- 
ly increased outstanding stock. Cop- 
per companies have not made the mis- 
take of issuing bonds bearing fixed 
charges but some of them, by greatly 
increasing the outstanding stock, have 
. the earning power of the 
stock. 


Whether a company should, in the 
interest of its stockholders, issue 
bonds carrying a comparatively low 
interest rate in raising needed work- 
ing capital, depends on the margin 
of safety over a period of years, that 
is, the percentage of net income re- 
maining after payment of all fixed 
charges. It is easy to get the fig- 
ures covering individual railroads. In 
most cases the margin of safety is 
large, permitting the sale of bonds at 
a low carrying charge. Good rail- 
road stocks have much to offer to 
real investors.

per cent less, but woolen dress goods 
3 per cent more; tpholsteries and 
draperies 10 per cent less. The great- 
est gains for April were shown in the 
Richmond, New York and St. Louis 
districts. For the first four months 
Boston and New York districts were 
the only ones to show gains: the larg- 
est losses were shown by Atlanta and 
Chicago districts. 

In the New York district depart- 
ment store sales for March and April 
combined were 2 per cent larger than 
in the corresponding period last year. 
In this district stocks of merchandise 
on hand at the end of the month were 
smaller than a year ago for the fourth 
consecutive month. Only.seven out of 
19 lines showed larger stocks than a 
year ago, but among these were cot- 
ton goods with an increase in stock 
of 13 per cent and a decrease in sales 
of 8.8 per cent, as compared with an 
increase in sales of men's and boys’ 
wear of 51.4 per cent. 

For the country at large, wholesale 
business for April was smaller than a 
year ago in dry goods by 2 per cent, 
the principal losses being shown in 
the Atlanta, Chicago and Dallas dis- 
triets.
